PREFATORY  NOTE 


One  of  the  most  interesting  countries  in  the  world  to-day  is  the  land 
of  sunrise. 

Since  her  war  with  China  brought  Japan  into  such  prominence,  kindling 
anew  the  curiosity  which  her  dramatic  advent  into  the  modern  world  had 
awakened,  more  than  enough  has  been  written  in  the  way  of  describing  the 
features  of  the  land  and  the  characters  of  the  people. 

It  is  in  lacquers,  bronzes,  gold  and  silver  work  that  the  Japanese  have 
probably  reached  their  highest  standard.  The  skill  and  patience  displayed  in 
producing  the  simplest  of  these  objects  are  beyond  the  comprehension  of  the 
ordinary  observers. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  rare  collections  of  ancient  Japanese 
temple-shrines,  Buddhistic  paintings,  old  textile  fabrics,  bronzes,  and  pottery  in 
this  country  is  that  made. by  the  late  Dr.  Charles  E.  West,  of  Brooklyn. 

Perhaps  it  is  of  interest  to  give  a short  account  of  how  the  majority  of  the 
objects  described  in  this  catalogue  came  into  his  possession. 

Mr.  Charles  F.  Sanderson,  an  American,  many  years  ago,  while  in  the 
service  of  the  Japanese  government,  obtained  from  various  temples  and 
Daimio  collectors,  and  brought  to  America,  the  objects  mentioned,  but 
reversed  circumstances  compelled  him  to  dispose  of  them,  and  he  sold  them 
to  Dr.  West. 

In  cataloguing  these  objects  I found  many  rare  articles,  several  very 
valuable  Buddhistic  kakemonos,  magnificent  old  temple-shrines,  and  old  robes 
from  the  famous  Buddhist  temple  of  Nishi-Hongwanji  in  Kyoto.  There  are 
also  hundreds  of  other  interesting  objects,  such  as  ancient  matchlocks,  spears, 
lances,  pikes,  swords,  pottery,  lacquers,  and  porcelain,  many  of  which  cannot 
be  found  in  Japan  at  the  present  day.

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Dr.  West  specimens  of  rarity  and  beauty,  some  of  which  were 
illustrated  in  his  superb  book  on  the  subject  bearing  the  above 
title.  To  no  other  collector  in  America  was  accorded  this  honor. 

The  above  jars  are  beautifully  copied  in  this  publication  (see 
Section  Sixth,  Plate  I.),  and  of  them  he  speaks  as  follows: 
“ Amongst  the  rarest  works  which  reach  us  from  Japan  are  ob- 
jects fabricated  in  the  precious  metals,  and  especially  rare  are 
those  in  gold.  The  only  important  works  in  gold  known  to  us  are 
the  magnificent  jars  from  which  the  present  plate  is  taken,  and 
which,  we  are  informed,  were  at  no  distant  date  among  the  valu- 
able treasures  of  the  great  Buddhist  temple,  Nishi-Hongwanji,  at 
Kioto.  The  exteriors  of  these  jars  are  of  gold,  with  archaic  de- 
signs in  repousse,  finished  with  bold  engraving  and  punching. 
The  interior  lining  is  an  alloy  of  copper  and  gold  plated  with 
silver.  These  jars  are  evidently  of  great  age,  probably  made  at 
the  time  when  gold  was  not  held  in  the  same  estimation,  or  con- 
sidered to  be  so  valuable,  as  silver  by  the  Japanese.”

The  interesting  work 
which  forms  the  subject  of  the  present  plate  may  be  accepted  as 
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representative  of  its  class/’  The  three  figures  form  a set  and  were 
placed  in  the  temple  of  Nishi-Hongwanji,  being  models  of  much 
larger  pieces,  some  three  times  the  height  of  a man,  which  were 
placed  above  them  in  the  temple.  These  figures  stood  in  the 
temple  upon  the  teakwood  and  marble  stand  catalogued  herein  as 
No.  439.

The  large  mass  of  inflorescence  is 
in  white,  and  a design  of  broken  trellis  is  in  gold.  An  extra- 
ordinary specimen  of  fabric  of  the  seventeenth  century.  A fine 
plate  showing  this  beautiful  piece.  This  robe  is  found  in  Mr. 
Audsley’s  work  on  “ The  Ornamental  Arts  of  Japan  ” (see  Section 
Third,  Plate  XII.).  He  describes  it  as  “ A large  robe  of  extremely 
rich  silk  and  gold  brocade,  a fine  specimen  of  Kioto  weaving  of  the 
end  of  the  seventeenth  century  or  beginning  of  the  eighteenth. 
The  feeling  throughout  is  singularly  rich  and  refined.” 

381  Imperial  robe.  Ancient  silk  fabric.  The  ground  of  this  robe  is  parti- 

colored, being  woven  in  bands  of  orange  red,  dull  green,  and 
brown.  Masses  of  curved  lines  are  in  gold.  Other  designs  are 
beautiful  flowering  plants,  faggots,  cut  sprays  of  flowers  and 
foliage.  Seventeenth  century  specimen.  Very  rare  and  valuable. 
Accompanying  an  excellent  representation  of  this  superb  garment 
(Section  Third,  Plate  XIII.),  Mr.  Audsley,  in  his  above  mentioned 
work,  says : “ Here  again  is  a treatment  of  ornament  peculiarly 
Japanese,  quaint  £nd  thoroughly  conventional,  yet  with  a strange 
lingering  love  of  nature  evident  in  every  detail.  The  pattern  re- 
peats itself  in  various  colors,  producing  a kaleidoscopic  effect 
which  baffles  description ; for  the  graduated  parti-colored  ground, 
the  severe  gold  ornamentation,  and  the  ever-changing  tints  of  the 
flowers  and  foliage  produce  a dazzling  confusion  almost  impos- 
sible to  dissect  but  altogether  lovely.  It  would  be  difficult  to  im- 
agine a more  gorgeous  piece  of  weaving  than  the  fabric  of  this 
robe.  It  certainly  surpasses  everything  of  the  kind  which  has 
come  before  our  notice.”

The  other  parts  of  the  temple  are 
profusely  carved  with  designs  of  lions,  peony,  bamboo,  plum  trees, 
and  equestrian  figures.

The  prince  of  the  Kyoto  temples  is  Nishi-Hongwanji.  Nothing  can  be  grander 
than  its  -Hondo,  or  principal  hall  of  worship,  covering  an  area  of  954  square  yards. 
Looking  between  the  majestic  gilt  pillars  which  support  the  coffered  ceiling,  one  dis- 
cerns, in  the  dim  light,  a gorgeous  shrine,  flanked  on  either  side  by  immense  alcoves, 
rich  with  masterpieces  of  glyptic  and  pictorial  art.  The  whole  place  has  an  air  of 
vastness  and  dignity  which  ought  to  strike  worshippers  with  awe. 

Behind  the  Nishi-Hongwanji  temple  are  the  state  apartments  and  the  residence  of 
the  Abbot.  The  great  Shinshiu  sect,  to  which  the  Hongwanji  belongs,  has  for  cen- 
turies received  its  chief  prelates  from  the  imperial  family.  Since  the  Restoration  of 
1869,  and  its  accompanying  attempt  to  set  up  the  Shinto  form  of  worship  in  preference 
to  Buddhism,  the  affinity  of  these  high  Buddhist  dignitaries  to  the  throne  has  not 
been  quite  so  close,  but  the  principle  remains  unimpaired. 

The  principal  state  apartment  at  the  Nishi-Hongwanji  is  worthy  to  receive  any 
potentate,  whatever  the  measure  of  his  magnificence. 

Every  available  space,  whether  on  wall  or  ceiling,  carries  a picture  from  the  brush 
of  the  celebrated  Motonbu,  founder  of  the  Kano  School,  whose  name  receives  in 
Japan  veneration  scarcely  inferior  to  that  accorded  by  Europeans  to  his  contemporary 
Raphael. 

Beyond  lies  a long  suite  of  noble  apartments,  adorned  with  the  best  efforts  of  the 
painters  of  the  Middle  Ages.
